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POPULATION. 


The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough  given  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  the  middle  of  1938  was  27,890,  giving  an  increase  of  JO 
only  on  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  of  Births  over  Deaths 
in  the  year  is  133* 

BIRTHS. 

Four  hundred  and  forty  one  live  births  were  registered  in  the 
Borough  in  1338  -  230  males  and  211  females.  The  birth  rate  was  15 • 8 
per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  a  rate  of  l6.1  in  the  previous 
year  and  17®  6  in  1336®  Still  births  numbered  10  (20  in  1937)-  The 
rate  per  1,000  of  population  was  0„3  and  the  rate  per  1,000  total  (live 
and  still)  births  was  22.  The  illegitimate  births  in  the  year  numbered 
14.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was,  for  live  births  15.I  and 
for  still  births  0.60  per  1,000  population. 

DEATHS o 

The  deaths  registered  during  the  year,  corrected  for  inward  and 
outward  transfers  numbered  302  (148  males  and  154  females)  as  compared 
with  262  in  the  previous  year.  The  crude  death  rate  per  1,000  of 
population  was  10.8  (jc4  in  1337)®  Using  the  Areal  Comparability  Factor 
for  the  district  (1.14)  the  corrected  death  rate  was  12.3®  The  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  11.6. 

The  table  on  page  5  gives  causes  of  all  residents  deaths  in  the 
year.  Deaths  from  organic  Heart  Disease  numbered  63,  from  other 
circulatory  diseases  22,  and  from  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  13?  making 
altogether  IO4  or  J4  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths.  Deaths  from  0-ancer 

numbered  35®  Deaths  from  Influenza  numbered  8  as  compared  with  14  in 

1337®  24  deaths  were  due  to  Tuberculosis.  Of  these  1 6  were  pulmonary 

and  8  Non-Pulmonary.  Deaths  from  Respiratory  Disease  (Bronchitis  and 
Pneumonia)  numbered  30® 

There  were  no  deaths  in  the  year  from  the  ordinary  Infectious 
diseases.  Deaths  among  infants  under  1  year  numbered  22  (23  In  1937)- 

The  death  rate  among  infants  per  1,000  live  births- ms  43.  The  rate 

in  the  previous  two  years  was  48  in  1337  and  53  In  1336®  The 
corresponding  rate  for  the  year  for  all  England  and  Wales  was  53® 

Maternal  Deaths. 

Two  deaths  occurred  in  the  year  in  consequence  of  child  birth. 

One  from  accidental  haemorrhage  and  one  from  Eclampsia.  Both  cases 
received  hospital  treatment. 

The-  maternal  mortality  rate  per  1,000  live  and  still  births  was 

4.4.

They  attend  with  their  own.  cases,  where  they  obtain  the  personal  help 
and  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  in  the  supervision  of  their  cases 
before  confinement,  and  are  advised  to  persuade  mothers  to  attend  for 
post-natal  examination  where  this  is  considered  necessary* 

In  the  year  6  midwives  attended  11^  clinics  and  recommended  208 
new  cases.  The  result  of  this  co-operation  is  seen  in  the  Increased 
number  of  expectant  mothers  who  attended  during  the  year,  namely  52 
per  cent® 

The  percentage  in  the  previous  year  was  43  and  for  193^> 

By  arrangement  with  the  Electricity  Committee,  lectures, 
demonstrations  and  the  exhibition  of  short  films  on  health  topics  were 
given  on  clinic  days,  by  the  Council’s  Electricity  and  Cookery 
Demonstrator,  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  mothers  attending  the  .Clinic. 
These  meetings  have  proved  attractive  and  instructive,  and  were  well 
attended , 

Supply  of  Milk  and  Foodo 

Expectant  and  Nursing  mothers  attending  the  clinic  are  allowed  free 
milk  or  other  necessities,  on  the  written  recommendation  of  the  Medical 
Officer,  when  he  considers  that  extra  nourishment  is  npp.Pssarv  as  part 
of  their  treatment. 

Children  under  5  years; 

Free  milk  (liquid  or  dried),  cod  liver  oil,  Virol,  etc*  are  allowed 
for  children  when  the  family  income  is  below  a  certain  figure,  approved 
by  the  Committee.  Ailing  infants  and  children  are  given  special  milk 
and  other  foods  suitable  for  their  condition. 
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Dried  milk  is  sold  at  cost  price,  or  at  less  than  cost  to  necess¬ 
itous  cases,  approved  by  the  Medical  Officer*

Dental  Treatment® 

In  the  year,  50  expectant  mothers  were  recommended  by  the  Medical 
Officer  and  received  free  Dental  treatment,  under  the  arrangement  made 
by  the  Committee  with  Dental  Practitioners  in  the  District,  who  are 
paid  on  the  scale  in  operation  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act® 
Your  Committee  have  now  decided  that  for  the  future,  before  such 
dental  treatment  is  sanctioned,  a  full  estimate  of  the  cost  of  treat¬ 
ment  and  if  necessary,  dentures,  must  be  submitted  by  thp  dentist,  and 
all  patients  will  be  asked  to  contribute  part  or  thp  whole  of  thp  cost, 
according  to  their  circumstances® 

Provision  of  Dentures® 

Six  mothers  attending  the  clinic  received  new  dentures  at. a  cost  of 
£33®  In  each  case  attempts  are  being  made  to  recover  (by  instalments) 
the  whole  or  part  of  the  cost® 

Maternity  Outfits. 

Maternity  outfits  are  provided  for  expectant  mothers  attending  the 

clinic,  and  are  sold  at  cost  price,  or  given  free  or  at  less  than 

cost,  in  necessitous  cases.

Home  Helps® 

A  scheme  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  Committee  for  the  provision 
of  home  helps  for  mothers  requiring  assistance  during  the  period 
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of  their  confinement,  the  service  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Health  Visitors. 

Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  finding  the  proper  kind  of 
persons  to  Garry  out  this  work. 

During  the  year  two  such  helps  were  provided. 

Midwive  s . 

Five  County  Midwives  have  been  allocated  to  the  Borough  under  the 
Act  of  1936®  They  are  all  resident  in  the  Town  and  are  under  the 
supervision  of  the  County  Council. 

One  private  midwi  fe  continues  to  practice  in  the  town  and 
neighbourhood. 

Consultant  Service.

Child  Welfare  Clinic. 

The  ordinary  session  for  infants  is  held  on  Wednesday  afternoons 
from  2  p.m.  to  5  Pom.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a  second 
weekly  session  was  arranged,  to  be  held  on  Monday  afternoons  when 
mothers  are  encouraged  to  bring  their  older  children  for  weighing  and 
medical,  inspection. 

Dental  Treatment. 

During  the  year  62  children  under  5  years  received  free  dental 
treatment  at  10  sessions,  at  a  cost  of  £42. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Victoria  Hospital  is  still  in  operation. 
Children  of  pre-school  age  referred  from  the  clinic  for  operation, 
are  admitted  at  a  fee  of  £1®  11s.  6d. 

Ophthalmia. 

Notified  cases  are  visited  by  our  Health  Visitors,  who  continue 
their  visits  and  treatment,  either  at  their  own  homes  or  at  the 
clinic  until  recovery.

Other  easels  of  Eye  disease  requiring  special  treatment  are  referred, 
by  arrangement,  to  the  Specialist  attending  the  Hospital. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

Children  in  the  district  requiring  orthopaedic  treatment  are 
admitted  to  Harlow  Wood  Hosp  ital,  and  if  re  commended  by  the  Committee, 
the  maintenance  charges  are  paid  by  the  Council.  Cases  suffering  from 
minor  deformities  can  be  referred  to  the  clinic  of  the  Worksop  Branch, 
Nottinghamshire  Cripples  Guild,  held  at  our  Child  Welfare  Centre,  and 
receive  treatment  under  the  visiting  surgeon  and.  nurses. 
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During  "the  year  34  children  were  treated.

i .  Infectious  cases. 

(a)  A  modern  Motor  ambulance  is  rrB.intain.ed  by  the  North.  Notts.  Joint 
Hospital  Board,  and  is  housed  at  the  Fever  Hospital,  Carlton. 

The  ambulance  serves  the  four  Districts  of  the  Board,  viz. 

Worksop  Borough,  Worksop  Rural  District,  Retford  Borough  and  Retford 
Rural  'District. 

'(b)  A  motor  ambulance  is  housed  at  the  Small  Pox  Hospital,  Worksop, 
maintained  by  the  North  Notts.  Joint  Small  Pox  Hospital  Board  to  serve 
the  six  districts  for  removal  of  Small  Pox  patients,  viz.  Worksop  Borough, 
Worksop  Rural  District,  Retford  Borough,  Retford  Rural  District,  Warsop 
Urban  District  and  Mansfield.  Woodhouse  Urban  District. 

ii.  For  non-Infectio  us  and  accident  cases. 

Two  Motor  Ambulances,  the  property  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade 
(Worksop  Division)  are  amilabl  e  for  transport  of  cases  of  illness  or 
accident  within  the  Borough  or  long  distance  transport  is  undertaken  by 
arrangement  with,  the  Transport  Officer. 


Monday  2  p.m.  to  5  p«m.  for  older  children. 
Wednesday  2  p«m®  to  B  p.m.  for  Infants. 
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The  Borough  Council  contributes  £100.  per  year  to  th -*  Brigade. 
Three  Collieries  in  the  neighbourhood,  whose  employees  are  members 
of  the  Hospital  contributory  scheme,  maintain  motor  Ambulances,  for  tha 
transport  of  cases  of  accident  or  illness. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER 


The  water  supply  from  the  Council -s  well  at  Sunnyside  continues  to 
give  an  ample  quantity,  for  all  requirements  in  the  area  of  piped  supply, 
and  the  quality  continues  uniformly  good  (except  for  an  excess  of  hardness) 
as  indicated  by  the  analyses,  Chemical  and  Bacteriological,  given  below. 

A  scheme  for  softening  the  whole  of  the  public  water  supply  from 
Sunnyside  Pumping  Station  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and 
the  plant  house  Is  now  in  course  of  erection. 

The  supply  will  be  softened  to  7  degrees  gradually,  so  that  the  change 
will  not  affect  consumers,  or  water  mains  and  services,  adversely.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

House  and  trade' refuse  of  the  Town  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  in 
layers,  in  a  disused  sand  quarry  in  Blyth  Road.  The  whole  of  this 
material  is  now  collected  in  modern  motor  covered-in  vehicles. 

The  house  refuse  of  the  village  of  Rhodesia  is  tipped  on  a  low  lying 
piece  of  ground  near  the  village. 

During  the  year  the  Council  purchased  a  new  Dennis  750  gallon  cess¬ 
pool  emptier,  with  interchangeable  10  cubic  yard  side-loading  refuse 
collecting  body. 

There  are  still  37  cesspools  in  the  district,  in  situations  which 
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are  not  accessible  to  sewer  So  With  the  modern  vehicle  a  better  and 
more  regular  service  is  possible.  The  cesspools  are  now  emptied  monthly 
and  in  some  cases  at  more  frequent  intervals.

,!I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  report  on  the  inspections  of  the 
Registered  Dairy  Herds  (non»accre dited)  in  the  Borough  during  the  past 
year  ending  March  31  s"t >  1939* 

The  majority  of  the  cows  have  been  kept  in  good  milking  condition 
and  satisfactorily  clean,  though  attention  has  been  called  on  occasions 
to  the  necessity  of  cleanliness. 

There  have  been  some  cases  of  Mastitis  and  a  few  cows  with  retained 
placenta,  when  in  consequence,  isolation  has  been  carried  out  until 
recovery. 

The  Biological  examinations  of  the  milks  gave  four  positive  samples. 

Two  of  the  herds  involved  had,  immediately  before  my  visit,  been 
inspected  by  one  of  the  County’s  Ministry  Inspectors,  who  rightly 
suspected  two  cows  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis  of  theudder;  both 
were  found  positive  on  microscopical  examination. 
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I  am  quite  satisfied  that  a  careful  clinical  examination  is  of  very 
considerable  value,  but  at  the  same  time  the  Biological  tests  are 
essential  to  a  healthy  milk  supply".

The  total  number  of  notifications  in  the  year  was  119  as  compared 

with  51  i-n  1337- 

The  main  increase  was  in  the  notification  of  Pneumonia  -  48  as 
compared  with  13  in'  The  previous  year.  While  there  was  a  slight 
increase  in  the  mortality  from  Pneumonia  this  year  the  proportion  of 
notifications  to  deaths  is  much  greater  than  former  years,  due  to 
better  notifications  as  a  result  of  a  circular  letter  to  local 
Prac  titio  ners<, 

Scarlet  Fever  was  more  prevalent  in  Elementary  Schools  but  the 
cases  were  all  of  mild  type;  cases  numbered  2?. 

Diphtheria  cases  numbered  31  as  compared  with  1 6  in  the  previous 
year.  With  a  few  exceptions  the  cases  occurred  among  young  school 
childr  en. 

By  following  up  notified  cases  to  their  schools,  and  by  class 
inspection  and  swabbing  of  suspects,  a  considerable  number  of  carriers 
were  Identified  and  isolated.  Much  assistance  was  given  in  this  work 
by  the  exchange  of  inflation  and  the  co-operation  and  help  from  the 
School  Medical  Officer  and  School  Nurses. 

One  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis  was  notified.  The  case  was 
treated  in  the  Fever  Hospital  and  made  a  good  recovery,  except  for 
slight  local  paralysis. 
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The  Sanitary  Inspector  supervises  the  removal  of  all  infectious 
cases  to  hospital,  and  the  rooms  are  disinfected  after  removal.  Bedding 
and  infected  clothing  are  removed  with  the  oat  lent  and  undergo  disinfect¬ 
ion  by  steam  at  the  Hospital. 

Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  provided  by  the  Council  for  free  use  by 
Practitioners  in  the  District.  Anti-toxin  supplied  in  the  year  - 
125,000  units. 

Free  facilities  for  Bacteriological  examination  of  throat  swabs, 
etc.  are  provided  by  the  County  Council,  at  the  City  Laboratory,  Nottin^m®

"Public  attention  was  directed  to  the  need  of  co-operation  during 
this  campaign,  by  the  display  of  30  large  posters  on  all  the  bill-posting 
stations  situate  in  the  Borough©  In  addition,  the  occupiers  of  120 
business  premises  including  all  works,  farms,  and  the  L©  &  N©  E©  Railway 
Company  were  circularised  and  supplied  with,  a  special  handbill  giving 
particulars  of  damage  done  by  rats,  prevention  and  destruction. 

Farmers  were  also  supplied  with  a  copy  of  the  Ministry’s  Bulletin 
No*  3®  (National  Rat  Week  Edition)  and  copies  of  their  advisory  leaflet 
No©  43  were  also  distributed* 

Mr.  G.  Cooley,  Rat -cat cher,  was  employed  during  the  periods  31st 
October  -12th  November  and  1st  to  3rd  December  to  deal  with  the  Council’s 
lands,  premises  and  some  of  the  sewers,  also  the  banks  of  the  River 
Ryton  and  streams  in  the  centre  of  the  town©  Rat-infested  areas  of  the 
sewage  outfalls  and  other  places  were  treated  with  Cyanogas.  25O  baits 
were  placed  in  the  sewers,  and  on  a  later  visit,  the  majority  of  these 
baits  were  found  to  have  been  taken  by  rats.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  has  been 
satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year® 

The  introduction  of  the  motor  vacuum  cesspool  emptier  which  was  put 
into  commission  on  the  April  1938,  has  revolutionized  the  system  of 

cleansing  Cesspools. 

Building  activities  in  the  district  have  increased  the  weekly  calls 
by  147,  and  20  unfit  houses  have  been  deleted  from  our  list  of  premises. 

The  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  193^?  relating  to  trade 
refuse  were  considered  by  the  Council  and  it  was  agreed  to  undertake  the 
removal  of  a  reasonable  amount  of  trade  refuse  from  business  premises, 
according  to  the  size  and  class  of  business  carried  on  at  such  premises, 
during  the  periods  of  removal  of  ordinary  house  refuse.  A  scale  of 
charges  was  adopted  and  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1938;  one 
bin  per  week  allowed  free,  4d.  per  bin  per  week  for  each  subsequent  bin, 
or  15/-  per  bin  or  equivalent  capacity  per  annum,  payable  In  advance. 

£21.  19s.  Od.  was  received  for  such  service. 

The  salvage  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard  realised  £111.  2s. 
and  £5.  8s.  3d.  was  realised  by  the  sale  of  old  metal  and  string. 

No  charge  Is  made  for  the  disposal  of  trade  refuse  as  there  are 
ample  tipping  facilities  in  the  district. 

The  average  number  of  houses  and  other  premises  dealt  with  weekly 
was  8,060  at  a  nett  cost  of  9/lld.  per  house  or  premises  (collection 
8/2-^d.  -  disposal  l/8^d») 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  in  the  Blyth  Road 
Sand  Quarry. 

With  the  exception  of  the  dry  refuse  collected  from  Rhodesia  village 
which  is  deposited  on  some  low  lying  land  adjoining  "Woodhouse  Inn1’,  the 
remainder  of  the  dry  refuse  Is  dealt  with  at  the  Blyth  Road  Tip0 

Additional  Refuse  and  other  materials  were  deposited  in  this  tip 
by  the  Borough  Engineer's  and  Electricity  Departments,  Markets,  Builders 
and  Private  Traders,  consisting  of  Rubble  and  Bricks  -  2,426  tons,  Soil 
-  2,530  tons,  Sweepings  -  907  tons,  Trade  Refuse  -  1,526  tons,  Sawdust, 
Bark,  etc.  -  466  tons,  and  Straw  -  46  tons.  Total  -  7?  901  tons 
during  1938o 

The  bulk  of  the  contents  from  cesspools  was  deposited  in  the  public 
sewers  and  the  remainder  with  wet  refuse  was  placed  on  farm  land.

The  purchase  of  the  new  ,fDennis,f  75^  gallon  Cesspool  Emptier,  with 
interchangeable  10  cubic  yard  side  loading  refuse  collecting  body," 
replaced  2  horses,  2  open  carts,  one  low  loading  dust  cart  with  sliding 
covers  and  one  tumbler  cart  (the  latter  was  used  for  the  cleansing  of 
cesspools  and  pail  closets)® 


On  an  average,  one  day  per  week  is  allocated  to  the  cesspool  emptier, 
after  which  the  tank  is  exchanged  for  the  refuse  collecting  body,  and  this 
deals  with  both  dry  and  wet  refuse  in  the  outlying  parts  of  thedistrict. 

Other  transport  consists  of  two  10  cubic  yard  S.D®  Freighters,  one 
with  inside  barrier  loading  and  the  other  with  rear  loading  movable  floor. 

The  regular  staff  of  the  Cleansing-  Department  consists  of  one 
foreman,  3  drivers,  12  loaders  and  2  men  engaged  on  refuse  disposal. 
Additional  temporary  men  are  engagedduring  holiday  periods  and  bad  weather®
